Service agent Walter Bothe in the right 
arm and grazed his forehead 
Kissinger was only 20 feet away when 
the incident occurred as his plane was

for 
takeoff 
from Cairo 
to 
Damascus and was not hurt Later he 
was able to joke about the incident with 
Bothe and newsmen aboard the plane. 
Bothe remained with the party 
The incident was not expected to have 
any major effect on Kissinger s seven- 
day, seven-nation Middle East mission 
in search of a permanent peace formula 
between Israel and the Arab nations and 
perhaps lower Arab oil prices 
Kissinger conferred twice in Cairo

state figures 
Trial Judge John A. Westwick and opposing counsel then 
proceeded to excuse some 37 of the panel of 65 juror 
candidates, including many who acknowledged they had 
more than casual knowledge or acquaintance with potential 
witnesses of the district attorney or defense counsel James 
Lindsey. 
Eleven prospective jurors were in the box at the end of the 
day when Judge Westwick excused them until 10 a m today. 
The case will be resumed Tuesday, after the weekend, as 
Monday is Columbus Day, a holiday The trial is expected to 
take possibly 15 court days or more 
Judge Westwick cautioned prospective jurors to refrain 
from reading newspaper accounts of the case, listening to 
radio news of the case, or watching television programs 
concerning the trial. They were also cautioned against 
discussing the case with family members. 
The names of prospective jurors who may be called by 
Deputy District Attorney Pat McKinley or Lindsey were on 
large panels for easy observance by prospective jurors 
being questioned.

Also included were names of several Santa Barbara tv ana 
radio newscasters, South Coast land developers, a battery of 
sheriff s officers, and officials of Cai Pac Recreation, Inc 
owners of the Zaca Lake Resort which figured in the case 
Cai Pac representatives include Howard Olsen Henry 
Rodriguez, and attorney Frederick Kling 
One of the sheriff’s officers on the list is Bob Norton, the 
sheriffs agent who figured prominently in the arrest and 
conviction of Guadalupe Police Chief Albert Camp for 
bribery earlier this year. 


The list includes Wanda Bruington, wife of County Park 
Commission chairman Hal Bruington; Pam Miller, County 
Purchasing Department employe; attaches of thè Evelle 
Younger campaign fund-raising group; and many others 


Younger and Flournoy both figure on the lists because it 
was understood Navarro had been in contact with their 
offices regarding helping them with fund-raising in Santa 
Barbara County in their current campaigns. 
Navarro was arrested Aug 19 and indicted by the County 
Grand Jury on two bribery counts. The arrest followed a 
complaint lodged with county law enforcement officials bv 
Cal-Pac representatives. 
Two Cai Pac officials, Olsen and Rodriguez, obtained 
immunity from prosecution in testifying before the Grand

Olsen reportedly paid $1,000 to Navarro Aug 19 with the 
conversation being monitored by sheriff’s officers.

record, 
despite 
dramatic increases in wheat and rice, 
which the Agriculture Department said 
will be more than enough to satisfy 
foreign and domestic demands. 
Paarlberg said 1974 was "a year when

— 15 for how the residence 
improves the neighborhood. 
— 20 points for maintenance

Also, another five points are 
added for buildings or gardens

There are questions still troubling the minds of instructors on 
the relative merits of the simulator and what it will and won’t do 
for the program, but Humble for one is as enthusiastic as some of 
his students Under the new program a student will spend 12 hours 
in a car on the street, and another 12 hours at the wheel of a 
remarkably lifelike driver-simulator vehicle complete with seat, 
wheel, ear shift, brake and clutch Key to the whole thing is the 
projection of street and highway movies on a screen in such a way 
as to make it appear that the student is actually tooling down the 
boulevard There is a sound track that boes along with it — all film 
and sound controlled by the instructor from a console of 
instruments. 
The simulator will be stationed through the year, alternately at 
Lompoc and Cabrillo High Schools 
In conjunction with the advent of the simulator, the school 
board has purchased five full-size cars for actual on-the-street 
training. The car acquisition is a departure from the past when 
the driver education program was based entirely or mainly on 
cars loaned by the dealers. 
Humble, at this moment anyway thinks the all-on-the-street 
training has advantages over other systems and getting the cars 
on loan from the companies has obvious economic advantages. 
The change became necessary, however, because of pressures on 
the program Dealers were hardpressed to come up with the loan 
cars until a month or two after the school year began — stalling 
the students who wanted the training. 
Humble sees the simulator as an energy saving idea — fewer 
hours on the street — and as a means of involving the parents.

UN warns world near 
'human disaster' 


ROME (UPIi - The United 
Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization says the world is 
facing 
“ widespread 
human 
disaster" because of poor grain 
crops. 
FAO Secretary General Ad- 
deke H. Boerma called on the 
globe's rich nations Thursday 
to give developing lands mas­ 
sive food and economic aid to 
head off the crisis. 


“If a number of countries are 
to avoid widespread human 
disaster, special arrangements 
will have to be made to provide 
them with large-scale financial 
help for their imports and with 
greatly increased food aid, 
Boerma said. 


He told a news conference 
the developing countries will 
need “ between 8 and 12 million 
tons of grain in the critical 
period ahead of us.” 


Boerma 
hailed 
President 
Ford’s recent decision to halt 
$500 million in grain shipments 
to the Soviet Union, saying, 
“ We welcomed this because it 
means more reserves.” 
“ We must reserve something 
for those who are poor and 
cannot compete on the open 
m arket," he said. “So it cannot 
be on a first-come, first-served 
basis.” 
The U.N. official said he 
would have been in favor of a 
U.S. grain loan to India rather 
than sales to the Soviet Union 
“ because I know India needs 
it.” 
“ In India, the grain would 
have gone to feed humans,” he 
said. “ I don’t know what the 
Russians would have done with 
it. Perhaps it would have been 
for human consumption, per­ 
haps it would have been fed to 
livestock.”

The money would then be used to buy needed hospital 
equipment. 
By word of mouth the rumor spread. High schoolers, law 
enforcement officers, PTA members and others began collecting 
the packages. 
The good sam antans collected enough packages to fill several 
trucks. 
But their efforts were all in vain. The tobacco companies said 
they do not participate in such programs. 
“It is, indeed, an unfortunate hoax,” a tobacco company official 
said He added these rumors crop up from time to time all across 
the nation. 
This came as a particular blow to Ike Fishman, 75, who spent 
the last four months collecting about 75,000 wrappers. 
“ It’s a damned dirty trick,” Fishman said. 
He said he wanted to earn enough money to buy a respirator for 
Fairmont Hospital in San Leandro. 
He said he became interested in the “drive" because a member 
of his family had been in need for such a respirator. 
Despite the disclosure that it was a hoax, he said he would try to 
persuade the tobacco comDames to redeem the wrappers.

Finley has failed to pay him $50,000 
owed to him on his salary for the current 
year, according to a Chicago newspaper. 
Baseball rules say that a player owed 
salary can terminate his contract by 
written notice.

Jerome Holtzman reported in today’s 
editions that he has learned that Hunter 
will become a free agent, eligible to sell 
his services to the highest bidder after 
the series. 


“ Hunter could have declared himself 
a free agent 10 days after the first 
missed payment," the story said. “ That 
he didn’t do so was because he didn’t 
want to diminish Oakland's chances of 
winning a pennant and World Series, and 
at the same time he wanted to protect 
his share of playoff and Series money .” 


The story said Hunter has informed 
the Major League Players Association 
and has received its complete support.

Drake's 'plate of 
brasse' called fake 


B E R K E L E Y , Calif ( U P D - 
The “plate of brasse” with 
which 
Sir 
Francis 
Drake 
claimed the lands about San 
Francisco 
Bay 
almost 
400 
years 
ago 
is 
an 
outright 
“hoax,” according to Pulitzer 
Prizewinnmg historian Samuel 
Eliot Morrison. 
The historic heirloom has 
been on display for years at the 
University of California’s Ban­ 
croft Library. 
“In my opinion, the plate is a 
hoax 
perpetrated 
by 
some 
collegiate 
joker,” 
Morison 
charged in the just-published 
second volume of “The Euro­ 
pean Discovery of America.” 
But his contention brought a 
strong 
rebuttal 
from 
the 
lib rary 
and 
C alifo rn ia 
Historical Society authorities 
who have accepted the plate as 
authentic since 1937. 
Both sides m the dispute 
agree that on June 17, 1575, 
Drake landed in his ship, the 
Golden 
Hinde, 
in an area 
generally accepted to be along 
the western coast of Marin 
County. 
“Before 
we 
went 
from 
thence,” the ship’s chaplain 
wrote, “our generall caused to 
be set up ... a plate of brasse, 
fast nailed to a great and firm 
post ... together with a piece of 
sixpence ... showing it selfe by 
a hole made of purpose through 
the plate.” 
The 5-by-8 inch plate was 
reportedly found and discarded 
by a Bay Area chauffeur near 
Drake’s Bay in 1933. In 1937, it 
was rediscovered near San 
Quentin Point by a hiker, who 
brought it for authentication to 
the late UC historian Herbert 
E. Bolton. 


Tornado 
hits village 


United Press International 
A rare autumn tornado cut a 
200-yard swath through a small 
Indian village in New Mexico 
Thursday, killing an infant girl, 
demolishing house trailers and 
unroofing houses. 


Eight persons were injured 
and three mobile homes were 
destroyed by the twister 


Fanny Sandoval 
said the 
tornado hit Canoncity, N.M., 
“like an explosion“ and ripped 
the roof off her house. 
“I did not see the tornado, 
but the wind came over us like 
an explosion,” she said “It all 
happened so quickly 


“We were running around, 
not knowing what to do. Then 
suddenly the roof came off and 
the wind scattered our things 
all over the place. ” 
After the twister passed, 
Miss Sandoval went outside and 
found the body of 2-week-old 
Charlotte Blake lying in some 
debris. The dead child was in 
one of the mobile homes that 
was destroyed 
Joe Riley, a school teacher, 
said the tornado was “like a 
giant tumbleweed rolling down 
a hill.” 
Gerrie Blake, 2Ü, and Tommy 
Guerro, 20, were hospitalized in 
fair condition m Albuquerque 
Six other persons, including 
three children, were treated 
and released 
Tornadoes “are extremely 
rare anywhere west of the Rio 
Grande,” said National Weath 
er Service forecaster Frank 
Eldred in Albuquerque 


A corp of experts, led by 
Columbia University’s Colin G. 
Fink, 
conducted 
extensive 
metallurgical, chemical and 
geological tests and called the 
relic “unquestionably authen­ 
tic." 
But Morrison, in his book, 
calls attention to tests made 
later in which metallurgist 
Henry R. Wagner found that 
“this particular piece of brass 
has a zinc content which proves 
the plate could not be more 
than 60 or 70 years old. 
“A faker could have picked it

Cal smog emissions down 


SACRAMENTO, Calif (UP1) - Vehicles driven in California 
are emitting less pollution each year, according to an eight-year 
study by the state Air Resources Board 
Board officials Thursday said the study not only showed that 
anti-smog devices were effective but that the automobile 
emission standards adopted nearly 10 years ago “were holding 
u p ” 
A random sample of on-the-road vehicles showed 1974 models 
emit 83 per cent less hydrocarbons, 79 per cent less carbon 
monoxide and 58 per cent less oxides of nitrogen when compared 
with uncontrolled pre-1966 cars. 
The findings were contained in a staff report submitted to the 
hoard during a two-day meeting which ended Thursday. Data was 
collected from exhaust emission tests run on 21,000 vehicles since 
1965 
The survey showed that about 67 per cent of the in-use vehicles 
in California were within manufacturer’s specification for engine 
timing and idle. 
In 1966, the state adopted standards requiring minimum 
emissions from all new cars sold in California

Some of 
my pals, though, would have been out 
there in a minute They would no doubt 
have been found stiff as boards on the 
back nine — with smiles on their faces!

One is greatly moved by the Cuban 
Americans who see it coming, and are 
heartsick at the prospect of it They 
have much to learn from Yugoslav 
Americans, and Polish Americans, and 
Czechoslovak 
Am ericans 
whose 
gestures are reduced to an annual 
parade, 
and 
who are 
not 
even 
conspicuous in the ranks of those who 
demand a policy of firmness towards the 
Soviet Union. 
It is almost certain 
now that it is only a 
matter of time before 
relations between the 
United 
States 
and 
Cuba 
are 
“ nor­ 
m alized” Normalized 
is here defined as: we 
will desist from doing 
anything at all that is 
inconvenient to Cuba, 
and Cuba will continue 
to do exactly as Cuba 
desires to do with respect to us, and 
other countries in the hemisphere. 
To be sure, she may promise to stop 
“ exporting” her revolution. There are 
those who will remember that Maxim 
Litvinov promised to stop doing that, 
extending his hand on it to the country 
squire in the White House. The notion 
that the Soviet Union would actually 
disestablish 
its 
Comintern 
because 
Litvinov promised Roosevelt that it 
would, is the kind of thing one recounts 
as a joke at Leninist bars, after the third 
vodka. The most intensive activities of 
the Comintern followed the Litvinov 
pact and included the liquidation of 
Trotsky. 
It is true that the Communists are 
influenced by reality, and the stock of 
Cuban Communism is riding pretty low 
in Latin America. After 15 years of 
Cuban Communism, sugar is rationed It 
reminds one of the hard observation 
about 
what 
would 
happen 
if 
the 
Communists 
took 
over the Sahara 
Desert Answer: Nothing — for 50years. 
Then there would be a shortage of sand 
There is a shortage of everything in 
Cuba 
except 
bombast. 
Particularly 
there is a shortage of human freedom. 
The emigration from Cuba matches 


that from any country in the history of 
the century And it is these men and 
women, 
who 
were 
promised 
by 
President Kennedy at a blubbery session 
in Miami in 1963 that one day their 
country would be free again, who feel 
now the anticipatory pain, the needle of 
the 
diplomatic 
punctilio 
that 
will 
officially shatter their dreams. 
But one does wonder whether there is 
anyone in the Ford Administration 
working on a quid pro quo’’ For 
instance: 
1. 
There are thousands upon thousands 
of Cubans who are now United States 
citizens, who would like to visit their 
relatives in Cuba. These are Americans 
by law But in many cases, the Cuban 
government, 
through 
a 
variety 
of 
representatives, has said that it does not 
recognize their foreign citizenship That 
they are guilty of crimes against Cuba, 
and subject to arrest if they come in to 
Cuba. 
Here, surely, the United States should 
be unbending. If we have relations with 
Cuba of a normal kind, we cannot expect 
that Cuba would entertain firebrand 
revolutionaries going over there with 
the dark purpose of introducing a little 


freedom into Cuba But we should insist 
on de jure recognition of the fact of U.S. 
citizenship if granted to a former Cuban 
national. 
2. 
The 
investments 
in 
Cuba 
of 
American individuals and American 
companies 
are 
substantially lost, 
written off. But a gesture is in order. 
Such a gesture might be devised from a 
special sugar price, calculated to return 
to these companies at least a part of the 
value of their confiscated investments. 
3. There is no reason, at a moment 
when we are withholding Most Favored 
Nation privileges from the Soviet Union 
because of its restrictions in migration, 
to 
fail 
to 
insist 
on 
symmetrical 
concessions by Castro Cuba. It is, as 
things stand, 
a capital offense to 
attempt to flee Cuba without a special 
license 
Whether we won our point or not, 
surely a dramatization of it at the 
bargaining table will on the one hand put 
pressure on Castro, and on the other, 
bring a sense of purpose, and relief, to 
the Cuban Americans whose interests 
we have so neglectfully watched over 
during our long retreat from the Monroe 
Doctrine
